SAINT-PIERRE  ET  MIQUELON 

Frequented  since  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century  by 
fishermen  from  Granville,  Saint-Malo,  Bayonne  and  Saint- 
Jean-de-Luz,  the  archipelago  of  Saint-Pierre  and  Miquelon, 
where  in  1535  Jacques  Cartier  found  “several  ships  from 
France  and  from  Brittany”,  is  the  oldest  of  the  French 
overseas  settlements.  Situated  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  about 
12  miles  from  the  south  coast  of  Newfoundland,  the  terri- 
tory comprises  three  principal  islands:  Saint-Pierre,  Lan- 
glade and  Miquelon,  the  two  last-named  linked  by  a low- 
lying,  sandy  isthmus.

Though  2,000  miles  of  the  Atlantic  separate  them  from 
the  Motherland,  the  islands’  5,500  inhabitants,  from  fami- 
lies in  the  Basque  Country,  Brittany,  and  Normandy,  have 
maintained  the  traditions  of  these  old  French  provinces. 
In  strange  and  picturesque  contrasts,  their  ancient  poetry 
mingles  with  startling  Paris  fashion  novelties  and  the  latest 
gadgets  from  the  New  World.  Almost  the  whole  of  the 
population  of  the  Islands  is  concentrated  at  the  capital, 
Saint-Pierre  (5,000  inhabitants),  where  wooden  houses, 
and  narrow,  inclined  streets,  remind  us  of  an  old  French 
port. 

Visitors  are  impressed  by  the  islands’  typically  French 
atmosphere.  The  French  language  has  been  preserved. 
There  are  plenty  of  shops  selling  the  best  French  products: 
novelties  and  fancy  goods  from  Paris,  well-known  per- 
fumes and  liqueurs.  In  the  little  hotels,  restaurants  and 
“pensions”  of  Saint-Pierre  excellent  French  wines  are 
served  with  the  well-prepared  meals. 

For  the  student  who  cannot  go  to  France  this  summer, 
Saint-Pierre  et  Miquelon  offer  at  a fraction  of  the  cost  the 
next  best  opportunity  to  experience  a memorable  and 
profitable  holiday  on  French  soil. 


Purpose  of  the  School 

To  develop  the  ability  to  speak  French  and  to  enrich 
the  experience  of  French  life  and  culture  through  the 
daily,  natural  use  of  the  language.  Saint-Pierre  offers  an 
exceptional  opportunity  to  put  into  immediate  practice 
what  has  just  been  learned  in  the  classroom.  In  this  case 
French  becomes  truly  a living  language.  The  French 
spoken  in  Saint-Pierre  is  in  every  way  comparable  to  that 
spoken  in  France. 

Location  of  the  School 

Classes  are  held  each  morning  of  the  week,  except 
Saturdays  and  Sundays,  at  the  Lycee  on  the  Island  of 
Saint-Pierre. 

DIVISION  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

All  lectures,  discussions,  etc.,  are  conducted  entirely 

I in  French.  The  use  of  English  is  strictly  forbidden,  and 
students  registering  at  the  Saint-Pierre  Summer  School 
must  comply  with  this  rule. 

A.  BEGINNERS  ORAL  FRENCH  — 4 weeks 

This  section  is  designed  for  students  who  have  little  or 
no  previous  ability  in  speaking  the  language.  It  is  an  in- 
tensive approach  aimed  at  providing  the  minimum  vocabu- 
lary and  syntax  necessary  for  the  practical  everyday  use 
! of  the  language. 

The  method  used  is  “Voix  et  Images  de  France”,  a 
course  in  conversational  French  developed  at  the  Ecole 
Normale  Superieure  de  Saint-Cloud  (France).  This  method 
has  proven  its  worth  over  many  years  and  is  generally 
recognized  as  a highly  efficient  and  extremely  productive 
approach  to  the  learning  of  French.  Audio-visual  mate- 
rials — film  strips,  sound  tapes,  etc.  — are  used  constantly 
in  the  classroom  under  the  guidance  of  competent  instruc- 
tors. Instead  of  emphasis  on  the  content  of  conventional 
textbooks,  the  Saint-Cloud  method  involves  students  in  the 
sights  and  sounds  of  the  French  environment.  This  unique 
method,  used  in  Saint-Pierre,  enables  the  student  to  put 
immediately  into  actual  practice  what  he  has  just  learned 
in  the  classroom.  As  he  leaves  the  School  each  day  after 
his  morning  class  and  steps  into  the  streets  of  Saint-Pierre, 
on  his  way  to  a cafe  or  to  his  ‘pension’,  the  words  and 
sentences  he  has  just  mastered  come  naturally  to  his  lips 
as  he  becomes  absorbed  in  the  life  of  this  quaint  French 
town. 

B.  INTERMEDIATE  ORAL  FRENCH  — 4 weeks 
The  courses  offered  in  this  section  are  intended  for 
students  who  have  acquired  a good  basic  knowledge  of 
French  and  are  ready  to  proceed  to  a more  advanced  level. 
Grammar  review,  practical  exercises  both  written  and  oral, 
illustrated  series  on  the  history  of  the  visual  arts  in  France 
and  in  Canada  and  conversation  are  included  in  the 
courses. 
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Classroom  instruction  in  the  modern  lycee. 


C.  ADVANCED  ORAL  FRENCH  — 4 weeks 

These  courses  are  offered  to  any  student  who  already 
possesses  a sound  knowledge  of  French,  but  who  wishes  to 
become  more  fluent  in  the  use  of  the  language.  Intensive 
oral  work  is  provided  in  small  groups  under  the  direction 
of  competent  instructors. 


Description  of  Courses 

1.  Composition  Orale:  Students  prepare  short  daily  reports 
on  assigned  topics.  These  may  be  written,  but  their  actual  j 
presentation  in  class  must  be  done  orally.  A minimum  of  I 
written  notes  may  be  permitted. 

2.  Composition  Ecrite:  Regular  periods  of  advanced  writ-  i 
ten  composition,  translation  and  short  essays.  This  subject  j 
is  particularly  designed  for  teachers  and  university  students,  j 

3.  Grammaire:  Remedial  grammar:  This  subject  is  intend- 
ed for  students  who  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  use 
French  for  some  time. 


4.  Le  Nouveau  Theatre  en  France:  A study  through  lec-  i 
tures  and  discussion  of  the  works  of  some  of  the  most 
eminent  representatives  of  the  contemporary  drama  in 
France.

EXTRA  CURRICULA  ACTIVITIES 

1.  Folies  Saint-Pierraises: 

For  the  last  four  years,  students  at  the  University  of 
Toronto’s  Oral  French  Summer  School  in  Saint-Pierre  have 
wound  up  their  season’s  activities  by  presenting  to  the 
Islanders  “Folies  Saint-Pierraises”,  a musical  and  dramatic 
extravaganza  the  like  of  which  has  never  been  seen  or 
heard  of  in  the  annals  of  the  theatre.  In  a way,  it  is  a 
gesture  of  appreciation  for  the  kindly  hospitality  which 
the  students  have  enjoyed  during  their  stay  with  local 
families.  The  Saint-Pierraises  rarely  have  a chance  to  see 
live  stage  performances,  and  they  respond  enthusiastically 
to  the  invitation.  For  those  in  charge  of  the  School,  it  is 
one  more  opportunity  among  so  many  of  encouraging  the 
students  to  use  the  French  language. 

The  Folies  is  indeed  in  every  sense  of  the  word  an 
original  student  production.  From  the  day  the  students 
arrive  at  Saint-Pierre  they  are  encouraged  to  write  mono- 
logues and  short  skits  in  French.  These  usually  turn  out 
to  be  gentle  satire  of  some  of  the  local  customs  and  per- 
sonalities. Someone  in  the  group  with  dancing  ability  is 
appointed  choreographer.  His  task  is  to  work  out  some 
routines  and  train  a chorus  line.  A budding  lyricist  sets  to 
work  adapting  new  and  fitting  words  to  popular  French 
hit  tunes.  In  a group  of  up  to  a hundred  students  there 
is  always  some  unusual  talent:  acrobatic,  musical  or  dra- 
matic. No  tight-rope  dancer  has  appeared  as  yet,  but  a 
very  convincing  magician  and  a mind  reader  were  mem- 
bers of  previous  productions.  For  those  who  have  no 
particular  dramatic  or  musical  talent,  there  are  always,  of 
course,  the  indispensable  backstage  duties  connected  with 
any  theatrical  performance.  Costumes,  scenery,  publicity 
and  other  requirements  will  demand  the  service  of  many 
helpers 

2.  Special  local  television  programmes:  A visiting  profes- 
sor from  France,  M.  Jacques  Capelovici,  of  the  Lycee 
Lakanal  in  Paris,  who  has  had  a great  deal  of  experience 
in  this  work,  will  organize  regular  television  programmes 
on  the  local  station  in  which  students  will  be  expected  to 
participate.  In  addition  to  these  programmes,  our  students 
will  have  an  opportunity  of  viewing  some  of  the  best  pro- 
ductions of  the  French  National  Television  (R.T.F.)  in  the 
field  of  drama,  music  and  variety. 

3.  Excursions  to  Langlade,  Miquelon,  lie  aux  Marins: 

Once  a week  an  organized  excursion  will  take  students  by 
boat  to  neighbouring  islands.  These  short  sea  trips  have 
been  extremely  successful  in  the  past,  and  have  met  with 
enthusiastic  approval. 

4.  Afternoon  activities  at  the  Lycee:  The  lycee  is  open 
every  afternoon  to  students  who  may  wish  to  study  or 
participate  in  a regular  programme  of  activities  of  a more 
informal  nature  organized  by  a member  of  the  teaching 
staff.

1968. 

Fee 

The  tuition  fee  for  the  Beginners,  Intermediate,  or 
Advanced  Course  is  $110.00  per  course.  The  tuition  fee 
for  the  Beginners  Course  includes  the  cost  of  the  text  book 
used  for  Voix  et  Images  de  France. 

Applications  and  tuition  fees  should  be  received  not 
later  than  the  1st  June  for  the  July  session  and  not  later 
than  the  1st  July  for  the  August  session.  ALL  FEES 
MUST  BE  PAID  IN  CANADIAN  FUNDS.  ALL 
CHEQUES  MUST  BE  DRAWN  IN  FAVOUR  OF  THE 
UNIVERSITY  OF  TORONTO,  at  par  in  Toronto. 

If  after  registration  and  acceptance,  the  student  is 
obliged  to  withdraw  from  the  School,  the  sum  of  $25.00 
will  be  retained  to  cover  administrative  costs.
